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In the landscape of contemporary Christian ministry, a concerning trend has emerged—the adoption of exalted 
titles that were traditionally reserved for divine figures. This trend begs a crucial question: are Christian 
ministers aligning themselves with the humility and servanthood exemplified by Jesus Christ, or are they 


succumbing to the allure of worldly recognition and status? 


Central to this discussion is the biblical principle of humility. Jesus, the epitome of humility, unequivocally 
Stated, "The greatest among you shall be your servant" (Matthew 23:11). In these words, He underscored the 
essence of Christian leadership—a humble willingness to serve others selflessly, rather than seeking personal 
exaltation or prestige. Even when people wanted to take Him by force to make Him king, He withdrew again to 
the mountain by Himself, knowing that His Kingdom is not of this world (Jonn 6:15). His life and teachings serve 


as a timeless model for all ministers of the gospel to emulate. 


Moreover, the Scriptures issue a stern warning against the spirit of Antichrist, which seeks to usurp the rightful 
place of Christ. The apostle John solemnly declares, "Children, it is the last hour, and as you have heard that 
antichrist is coming, so now many antichrists have come. Therefore we know that it is the last hour" (1 John 
2:18). By appropriating titles reserved for God, individuals inadvertently align themselves with the spirit of 


Antichrist, thereby undermining the very foundations of Christian ministry. 


The desire for exalted titles not only reflects a misunderstanding of biblical principles but also poses a grave 
threat to the integrity of Christian leadership. Titles such as "His Holiness," "His Excellence," "Cardinal," "His 
Highness," "His Eminence," "Supreme Leader,’ "Grand Pastor," "Infallible Minister,” and others, are inherently 
reserved for God alone. When human beings assume such titles, they blur the lines between divine and human 


authority, risking confusion and spiritual harm among believers. 


Furthermore, the misuse of biblical titles exacerbates the issue. Consider the title of "Bishop," traditionally 
understood as an overseer responsible for multiple churches and pastors (1 |imothy 3:1-7). Yet, in contemporary 
contexts, individuals with single congregations may presume to adopt this title, thereby diluting its biblical 


Significance and distorting its intended meaning. 


In light of these considerations, Christian ministers must engage in profound introspection regarding their use 
of titles. Are they seeking to honor God and serve His people humbly, or are they succumbing to the allure of 
worldly recognition and prestige? The apostle Paul's exhortation rings ever true: "Do nothing from selfish 

ambition or conceit, but in humility count others more significant than yourselves" (Philippians 2:3). This call to 


humility and selflessness should permeate every aspect of Christian ministry, including the adoption of titles. 


In conclusion, the question remains: Should Christian ministers seek exalted titles meant for God? The 
resounding answer, rooted in Scripture and exemplified by the life of Christ, is a humble and resolute "no." 
Instead, let ministers emulate the humility and servanthood of Jesus, prioritizing the glorification of God and the 
edification of His people above all else. By doing so, they fulfill the true calling of Christian ministry and honor 


the name of the one true God.
